to preclude >uch type of Illegal 
fllghu of foreign aircraft over thi 
territory of tho Soviet lono of occu^ 
poUon" tha Soviet command would 
force down all aircraft appearing 
m-er tho Soviet lono "outside tho 
Umlta of the air corridors and the 
regions of greater Berlin." 

All rianta Confined 
The Rasslans said also that all 
planes without naUonallly IdcnUfl- 
catlon marks which fly over tho So- 
viet rone will bo forecd don-n. 

Soviet announcement of these 
measures, the purpose Of which was 
not clear, was made In a letter sent 
by LleuL-Oen.

Ruislan authorities have protest-

The body of Prank H. Popple, SO, 
who died in the cast Idaho wUder- 
ness near Yellowstone pork after ho 
became lo«t on a hunting trip, has 
been relumed to Twin Falls for 
services and burial. 

Meanwhile, it waa reported hero 
that Stan iJirsen and Keith Budd. 
A.ihton. wildlife conservation ofll- 
clsla, and Warren Knapp. cmploj-e 
of Bouth's sawmill, found Mr. Pop- 
ple's body In a silting position be- 
neath a tree at 3:15 p. m, Monday. 
The searchers returned to Pond's 
lodge wlUi the body at 11 a. m. 
Tuctday and It was taken to St. 
Anthony by Milton Hansen. Fre- 
mont county coroner, and Deputy 
Bheriff Uoyd Smith. 

Mr. Popple's body waa found 
about nine miles north and east 
from tho place where his hunting 
party had camped. Ho had been 
missing since last Thursday. Search- 
ers who found the body estimated, 
by tho amount of snow that had 
faUcn. that Mr. Popple had been 
dead since Saturday 



Seorcheni said Mr. Popple appar- 
ently had sat down under the tree 
to rest and had been overcome by 
tho cold. Temperatures tn th( wUd 
mountain region have been recorded 
below rero every nlfiht since he was 
lost. There was nothing to Indicate 
he had allcmptcd lo start a lire 
where his body was found. 

Members of tho search party 
found Mr. Popple^s rifle leaning 
against a tree about Jhree miles 
from where tho body was located. 
Tlie cartridge In the chamber of 
the 30-30 carbine had been fired, 
but tho magailne ot the rifle was 
full. They said ho apparently had 
not bothered to take his rUlo after 
pausing to rest. 

Elevation of the area In which tho 
body was found ts about S.IXXI feet. 
Mr. Popple had traveled directly 
away from camp after becomlns 
lost. A compass waa found on his 
body. 

The body Is at the White mortu- 
mry pending funeral arrtmsemcnla.

TIow can we have an effective 
world organlntlon without Russia?" 
waj debated on the Magic Valley 
roundlable over station KUX at 
7:30 p. ni. Tuesday with Hugh Phil- 
lips, president ot the RoUry club; 
Robert Brlgg.s, Twin Palls high 
school faculty member; Keimeth 
Kail, vice principal, and W. A. Ilu- 
let, ISES office, taking part In the 
discussion. 

Phllllpi said, "ComraunUt Russia 
today controU a largo percentage ot 
the world's surfaca and population. 
Quoting the Rotary IntemaUonal 
report, Two-thtrda ct tho people ot 
the world are helpless but are ta a 
majority of world opinion which It 
Is dangerous to oppoae because soon- 
er or later Justice will find a way and 
lawlessness, strong though lb may 
seem, will fall before tho onslaught 
of public opinion.' 

"Soviet Russia wlU see the Ught 
of this and will be a world member 
at a future date. The VH, will ho 
spread over a period ot many yeara 
to effect It,- he concluded. 

Brlggs declared that tho present 
n. 8. policy Is one ot building - 
western bloc against an eastc 
bloc. This U a manlfesUtlon ot 
the old theory ot balance of power 
which has proved Itself In the past 
as only a delay ot war rather 
than a prevention of war," he said, 
"A world federation with Inter- 
national war and world police lores 
la tho only adequate plan for pre- 
vention of war. We must take armies 
out of the hands ot nations. Tho 
lime Is short and we must act now," 
he added. 

Kali, speaking for tlie affirmative, 
said, 'The time has come when we 
are Justified In asking concessions 
of Russia rather than bowing to 
her everj- wLih na she makes them 
known through her continual use ot 
tho veto power. And with or with- 
out Russia the IT, N, or a similar 
world organlifttlon must continue to 
lead the way towanl a better un- 
derstandlna and world peace."

30 far as we know, quoted George Washing' 
ton's admonition about "entangling alliances' 
or Inserted it In a political speech. ThLi may 
be taken as prod that the American trend 
of thought has changed, not since Washing' 
ton's time but In the last generation. 

Twenty-eight years ago this country had 
another postwar election. There was no such 
thing then aa a bipartisan lorcign policy. 
There was not even a pretense of it, nor 
Tvas it thought neccssory. The Lcogue or Na- 
tions was the issue, and opinion was sharply 
divided. To join or not to Join; that was 
the question. 

. We remember some of the non-Jolner.'j' 
arguments In the 1020 campaign. We remem- 
ber .how they bristled with Indignation at 
the thought of our having to contribute armed 
forces, as league members, if we were called 
upon to help put down the threat of future 
^war. Let 'em settle their own troubles and 
'fight their own wars — that was the general 
Idea. 

The non-Jolnera were short-sighted In re- 
fusing to face the obligation of having to 
help In preventing future conflicts. But they 
were not as short-sighted as they would bo 
■today. For the science of physical destruction 
has progressed farther since Warren Q. Har- 
ding was elected President than it did be- 
tween the Washington and Harding admin- 
istrations. 

It doesn't seem that 1020 was so very long 
ago. But In 1020 there were no 10.000-mllc- 
rangc airplanes. Our two oceans were still 
effective barriers against the outer world. 
The war that had ended two years before had* 
seemed so horrible that any .serious thought 
of a repetition was fantastic. There were 
frightened speculations as to what "the next 
war" might bo like. Biit the actuality of 
saturation bombings, atomic explosives, guid- 
ed missiles and bacteriological, weapons was 
something the general public never dreamed 
of. 

■ Sociologists and psychologists toll ui, with 
considerable truth, that one of the perils of 
civilization Is mankind's failure to catch up, 
culturally and emotionally, with Its scientific 
progress, to say nothing of It^ increasing ef- 
ficiency in self-destruction. But the 1048 
election was a heartening sign th»t the 
American branch of mankind, as a whole, 
It at least conscious of Its place In the world. 

While there were naturally dissenters In 
both major parties, there was no official 
denial of the responsibility that goes with 
this nation's strength and resources. There 
was no assumption that the United States 
exists for Itself alone, or that It Is Invulner- 
able, or that "entangling olliances" are to be 
avoided If peace Is to bo attained. 

In this admission of reality, the American 
people gave notice that their thinking is not 
far behind their material progress. At the 
same time they reconciled that material 
progress with their heritage from the foun- 
ders of the. republic— a heritage that pro- 
claims the Ideal of freedom and Justice not 
only for residents of the North American 
continent, but for all mankind. 



TO KEEP AMERICA STRONG 
, The theme of this year's Armistice day. the 
solemn anniversary on which Americans ev- 
erywhere pay tribute to countrymen who gave 
their lives In both World wars. Is: "On Armls- 
Uce Day . . . Resolved, that America Shall 
Stay Strong." 

It is only logical that this Armistice day 
should be a day to resolve that war must 
never come again, a day to honor tlie men 
and women of all the armed services who, at 
home; In Europe and in the Far East, are 
helping to safeguard the peace and to pre- 
serve our national security. 

In order to keep America strong, congress 
has authorized the army to eicpand to 837,000 
and the air force to 502,000. Volunteer re- 
cruiting will have an Increasingly Important 
role In achieving and maintaining this 
strength. The air force will continue to fill 
its ranks with volunteers and the army will 
use the draft only to fill the gap between 
voluntary enlistments and monthly quotas. 

Those young men who are Interested in 
the many career opportunities available to 
them In the army and air force are urged by 
these two branches of the service to consider 
the advantages they will gain by .voluntary 
enlistment. 

"Strong U. S, armed forces are necessary 
If America Is to stay strong." says Ma].-Gen. 
T. J. Hanley, Jr.. chief of the military person- 
nel procurement service division, who has Ls- 
sued a special Armlstico day appeal for- vol- 
unteers.

Olven favorable circumstances, scientists have been 
able to moke rain tall where they Ijelleve It would not 
have fallen .without the stimulus ot dry Ice dropped 
from planes. A question is always possible for tha 
doubter. Tlie min-maker needs clouds with which to 
work, and when min talis from a cloud In the sky who 
can say with cert-ilntj- If man had kept his fingers out 
ot It, there would have been no rain? 

Under proper circumstances, a threatened thunder- 
storm might be prevenled by using the same technique, 
thlnka Dr. Vincent J. Shactcr ot the Oeneral Eleetrlo 
company, who developed tho roln-maktag method. He 
suggests this might be ot value In prcvenUng lightning 
In small oresj where much dama]go Is caused, as for 
Instance In a forested region subject to frequent 
thunderstorms, with numerous resulting forest fires 
set byllghtnlnR. 

The prevention ot lightning, like tho moklns of rain, 
may be yet many years away as a practical process. 
But It can no longer be said with atrlcl acciuncy that 
nobody does anything about the weather.— Caldwell 
News -Tribune.

Tho problem primarily la a mili- 
tary one. ir a military solution u 
reached and the communist rebel- 
lion crushed, the economic recon- 
struction of China can be speeded. 

A mlUtarr solution does not oticr 
tremendous dllllculUes, It probably 
could be achieved at a cost to the 
United atate» ol not mora than 
11.000,000.000. 

What la needed la lor an om- 
standing American military Ilgure lo 
bo appointed a sort of supreme ad- 
viser to the Nanking government 
with virtually complete authority In 
military Btlatra. 

American troopa would be needed 
not to tight, but In sutHdent num- 
l>era to train Chinese forces of all 
lypc-i and lo supervbc Hip nlIoca-( 
lion and uio of American munitions 
and equipment, 

Tho drat move probably would be 
lo build up the Nanking air lorce 
unUl 11 could control tho aklcs, noi 
only over Iho Vanatto valley, bui 
also over north China and Man- 
churia.

It U the primary Instrument ol 
Russia In a broad genera) plan lor 
the bolshevltatlon ot all Asia. 

Observers say the United States 
must meet this, not only byasslst- 
•nce on the mlllCary front, but by 
a coordinated foreign policy baaed 
upon organlmtlon of an orderly, 
non-communist China In friendly 
economic and political relations with 
stable, non-communist Japan and 
the Philippines,

But Luis Enrlaiio Erro, director of 
tha National Astrophyslcnl obscn'n- 
tory. Tonanzlntla, Mexico, reported 
It "briBhtcr than Venus." 

At any rate, the new comet can 
be seen on a clear night by Uic 
naked eye if Its course hrlniw It Into 
the night sky In northern Ulliudca.
